The Safety Factor in Building 


HE New York Section of the American Society 

of Civil Engineers has been considering the sub- 
ject of structural safety in building. Its study has been 
limited to building operations of technical character. 
excluding such simple building work as may be car- 
ried out safely bv craftsmen without technical direc- 
tion 

It finds that many practices in the conduct of build- 
ing are unsound and unsafe, and the fundamental 
cause lies in the fact that incompetent persons are 
allowed to build and do build. One of the suggestions 
offered to offset this defect was the inception of some 
form of government control which will place it on the 
owner that he hire the proper architects and engi- 
neers and good contractors and building inspectors. 

A saving feature of building failures, however, is 
that thev are not chargeable ta lack of technical 
knowledge. The problem of safe building is organi- 
zational rather than technical. Ignorance of what good 
building requires, belief that building codes guarantee 
safetv with ample margin for neglect or variation, 
dependence upon the citv building department, neglect 
of duty, confusion as to where responsibility lies—or 
even absence of responsibility for some part of the 
work—and often plain cupidity—these are reasons. 
Present conditions of building control make it possible 
for a man with no knowledge of building to present 
plans for a building, obtain a permit for erecting it, 
employ craftsmen, create public dangers subject only 
to the perhaps not forthcoming objections of the build- 
ing inspector. and finally put the structure to public 
use. 

Thé obvious. Building operations of 
technical character should not be permitted except 
under the close supervision of a rigidly state licensed 
structural engineer or architect. No building of any 
unusual scale should be undertaken without careful 
planning. It should be technically perfect planning. 
and not the hit-or-miss variety that merelv rough dia

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How I Insured My Profits 


A System Worked Out on the Job Where ‘‘Results’’ Counted—Simple Enough 
for the Smallest Contractor Yet Elaborate Enough for the Largest One 


By FRANK R. WALKER 


BOUT 14 years ago—1910 to be exact—my 
employers, Wm. Miller & Sons Co., contractors, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., Little Rock, 

Ark., to take charge of the job office during the con- 
struction of the New State Capitol Building. 
It was a rush job—a job that had to be completed so 


sent me to 


that the building could be occupied at the next session 
of the State Legislature—and while it was a rush job 
contract and had to be com- 
pleted at the lowest possible cost. It was before the 
"bonuses" and other frills that the war brought 
us.

U. S. Government Recommends Minimum Requirements for Small Dwelling 
Construction with View Towards Simplifying Building Codes

In the manufacture of lumber, especially in the 
large mills that cut fir and pine, there is great advan- 
tage in having the lumber of uniform length. The 
most economical length to handle appears to be 16 feet. 
In the stacking of lumber it 1s very necessary to have 
it of uniform lengths, so that it can be properly held 
in place while drying. Even after the lumber is dry, 
ends of boards projecting from the pile will usually 
become checked and warped, and of little value On 
account of these and other reasons, which might be 
mentioned, it 1s common to manufacture lumber in 
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Careless Cutting and Notching of Timbers Often Weak- 
ens Floors Unnecessarily. Horizontal pipes should be run 
through centers of joists. 


lengths which are multiples of 2 feet; 12, 14 and 16 
feet being the ordinary standards. Shorter lengihs 
may come in on account of the limited lengths of logs 
which it is economical to take from the tree or as a 
result of cutting off defects in trimming. The shorter 
lengths are usually sold at the same price as the 14-foot 
material, and although in reality it costs the manufac- 
turer more to produce them, many of the consumers 
seem to be of the impression that they should obtain 
the material at a greatly reduced figure. 

Lumber and timbers are produced in lengths greater 
than 14 or 16 feet, but such material usually commands 
a greater price. In the designing of a house not in- 
frequently the size of a room may be changed by 6 
mches without any material inconvenience and joists 
2 feet shorter may result. The height of the ceiling oí 
a room may be changed an inch or two in order to 
avoid extra lengths of studding or the plate may be 
double in place of single and many other expedients 
may be resorted to in order to utilize the full length 
of the lumber as it comes from the saw, the resulting 
building being just as satisfactory and just as well 
constructed, but at a lower cost. 

5. Laminated Girders: Built-up or laminated girders 
should be supported under joints. 

6. Importance of Thorough Bracing. 
ing of a frame building 1s of great importance. 
building with sheathing there is no better bracing for 
the exterior walls than to put the sheathing on diagon- 
ally and thoroughly nail it to the studs. When the 
sheathing is thoroughly dry it can be put on horizontally 
and a rigid wall obtained. As a rule, however, walls 
with horizontal sheathing and without other braces 
will ultimately skew somewhat out of shape. Not in- 
frequently a single sheathing board run diagonally from 
corner to corner of a wall and thoroughly nailed to all 
the studdings, about two tenpenny nails in each, will 
make a more rigid wall than the entire side covered 
with partially dry horizontal sheathing, nailed in the 
same manner as the diagonal plank. 

It is exceedingly important that the building be thor- 
oughly tied to resist the thrust of the rafters. When it 
is not feasible to tie the building together at the toot 
of the rafters, the thrust may be transferred to the end 
walls by a system of diagonal bracing on the underside 
of the rafters. This in reality makes trusses of the 
two halves of the roof which are nailed together at

(he thickness advisable for party and division walls 
depends on several factors not affecting exterior walls.

The vertical loads, while higher than on exterior 
walls, produce no greater stresses, owing to the equaliz- 
ing effect of floor loads from both sides. More bearing 
area 15 lost by insertion of joists on both sides and the 
close proximity of these reduces the efficiency of thin

It is the committee's opinion that while the lateral 
stability of party walls, due to double support, is nor- 
mally greater than that of exterior walls, their service 
as lire walls is an important consideration and justifies 
stricter requirements than for exterior walls. 

Par. 29. Saving Involved in Requirements Recom- 
mended for Party or Division Walls. 

Considerable economy in brickwork also would re- 
sult from adoption of the committee’s recommendations 
for thickness of party or division walls. The average 
code requirements exceed these by 40, 30 and 28 per

Par. 30. Party and Division Walls 
of Hollow Building Tile, Hollow 
Concrete Block, or Built as Hol- 
low Walls of Brick. 

Party and division walls of above- 
mentioned materials and construction 
are required to be thicker than solid 
walls. Consideration was also given 
to the increased difficulty of inserting 
joists in such walls and obtaining 
support and protection for the ends. 

When the building on one side only 
of a party or division wall is com- 
pleted with the wall, and where sub- 
sequent constructions may require 
breaking into the wall for insertion 
of floor beams or other members, it 
it believed that the above types of 
construction should not be used. 
Where the disadvantages of breaking 
into such hollow walls can be overcome, as for instance 
by solid wall construction extending at least one course 
above and below where the future line of joists will 
be inserted, the committee would approve party and 
division walls of the types named. 

Par. 31. Party walls, Alternative Construction. 

Whenever tests by responsible authorities show that 
other wall constructions have fire resistance equal to 
that of the wall described in Part II, section 28, they 
should be permitted as an alternative. 

Par. 32. Parapet Walls. 

The object of a parapet wall is to prevent a fire in a 
house from entering an adjoining house through the 
attic space, also to restrict flames from lapping over 
and igniting the adjoining roof. Where party or divi- 
sion walls do not extend through the roof the joint 
between the wall and the roof boards may be effec- 
tively closed by metal lath bent into the angle wall and 
roof and plastered with cement plaster.

and run a 1 by 3 all around the edge to cover up end 
ceiling and sheeting.

A useful house ought to be 
tically pleasing. This is New England Colonial, and suited to any locality, as well as to a widely-varying class 


glass, parchment, mica or silk provide excellent means 
of eliminating this glare. 

In the dining room of this house there has been 
specified a dome fixture. Such a unit concentrates the 
light on the table, which, after all, is the center of 
interest and reduces the intensity in other parts of the 
room where the interest is secondary. Care should be 
taken in the installation of a dining room fixture of 
this type. The dome should be so set that the lowe: 
edge is about 54 inches from the floor. This will bring 
it approximately 24 inches above the table and will 
eliminate the direct glare from the eyes of the diners. 
The wall brackets indicated to be placed on either side 
of the sideboard should be made to harmonize with 
the main ceiling unit. 

For the kitchen fixture the use is specified of one 
of the very efficient units now being made for such 
use, Elsewhere in this electrical section will be found 
a picture of a model kitchen in which has been placed 
one of these units. They are most efficient for such 
purposes amd provide, when used with a lamp of cor- 
rect wattage, ample light ior "the workshop of the 
home." Over the sink, in the kitchen, there has been 
indicated a side wall bracket to provide ample illumi- 
nation for the culinary activities, which must of neces- 
sity be performed in that locality. There is a pull 
chain unit finished in a white enamel similar to the 
ceiling fixtures. No matter how efficient the latter is, 
it will not eliminate the shadow which is cast by a 
person working at the sink, and the wall bracket allows 
her to have a great flow of light on her work.
